Makes Churchill 


Election Official 


Twenty-five Sausalito and Marin 
City résidants turned out last night 
to watch canvassing: of ballots in 
the controversial school trustee elec­ 
tion. 
Pinal count including 30 absentee 
ballots and 19 ballots on unoffi­ 
cial tablet paper resulted in 629 
votes for John Churchill, 544 votes 
for John Black, and 418 for Skyral 
Sweeney. 
Conflicting opinions were offered 
about the validity of the tablet paper 
ballots -filled out at South school. 
Whereas the school election code 
provides that uniform ballots shall 
be furnished and no other ballots 
used, Superintendent Clifton Boyle 
quoted District Attorney Richard 
Sims to the efefct that the white 
ballots could be counted and if they 
would have changed the course of 
the election the matter was to be 
referred to him. 
A check with Sims today disclosed 
that he instructed the school board 
to keep the unofficial ballots separ­ 
ate. They were not to be included hi 
the final official tally of votes. The 
only purpose in keeping the unoffi­ 
cial ballots separate and counting 
them was in order to protect the 
rights of anyone who might have 
wished to contest the election, Sims 
indicated. 
Sims said his instructions were 
disobeyed in connection with the 
marked ballots at Marin City, where 
registrations were uncertain. He in­ 
structed election workers to put them 
aside and void them, but they were 
destroyed instead, according to the 
county official. 
A protest against the conduct of 
the election was read from Mrs. 
Alipe Ehlen. Her letter said, “I de­ 
plore the unbusinesslike way the 
election was conducted at all polling 
places. 
•‘Numerous citizens were denied 
one of the most cherished privileges 
of democracy, namely the right to 
cast a ballot for toe person of his 
choice. I hope that in toe future 
you will secure more sincere, more 
competent supervisors and workers 
to conduct school elections. Board 
nh*trm*n Prank Pasquinucci ad­ 
mitted that there were irregularities 
in the election and apologized for 
them.

be necessary to prepare some 42 
acres of level table land for subdi­ 
vision and home building.

Disposal Plant 


Mill Valley may have to build a 
$83391 addition to the s e w a g e 
treatment plant in the near future 
if three unincorporated areas tie in­ 
to the plant. 
This matter was discussed when 
city councilmen met as a committee 
last night to reveiw a report by 
engineer John S. Bates who de­ 
signed toe plant. 
Bates pointed out that the pres­ 
ent plant is serving a population of 
9300 persons and would reach its 
capacity serving 3,000. more. Al­ 
though the treatment plant would 
be adequate for several years, Bates 
noted, the council is considering 
requests from Kay Park subdivision 
in Tamaipais valley, Almonte Sani­ 
tary district board, and Alto to tie 
their sewer lines into the plant. 
If expanded according to Bates* 
proposal, it would serve 18,000 popu­ 
lation, but would still be providing 
only primary treatment. 
Means of financing the expansion 
by both a bond issue in Mill Valley 
and a method whereby outlying 
areas would pay their share of the 
cost is under consideration by the 
council. 


San Rafael driven have been 
requested by city police to keep 
clear of several blocks in the 
downtown area tomorrow during 
toe parade as part of the three- 
day St Raphael Mission fiesta.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


How Far Does Moral Decay 
Reach Into Everyday Life? 


How has moral decay worked its way* into 
the every day -life of our people? 
We are prone to assume that only the tax 
department and those citizens who bribed of­ 
ficials have shrunk to new lows, 
« 
But evidences point to a decaying influence 
upon a large group of our people. 
Up until now, and even now, the moral 
integrity oi the American people has been one 
of the wonders of the world. Our government 
let each citizen fill out his own income tax 
reports and make payments directly to the 
. government. The honesty with which Amer­ 
ican citizens in the past handled their reports 
to their government was unmatched anywhere 
in history. 
This honesty, perhaps, still is unmatched. 
; 
However, on every side now, we hear of 
| citizens who are looking for new ways of cor* 
recting their reports so that they can keep a 
î little larger share of what they make. Taxes 
* have become so high that the average worker 
► must pay not less than one dollar out of every 
► four he earns to government. And with prices 
5 going up all the time, he finds tough sledding 
« to live on the three dollars he is allowed to 
u spend for his own needs. 
A person making 
* more than four thousand dollars a year will 
* pay more direct and indirect taxes, right on 
« up to 95 per cent of all he makes, depending 
« upon his earnings. 
On top of discouraging taxes, which appear 
. to have reached the point of diminishing re­ 
turns, several other facton play upon the rca- 
\ soning of our people. They learn that behind 
the curtain of secrecy which President Truman 
« re-inforced, there developed many phases of 
big city' political machine graft, gifts, mink 
icoats, freezers, five percenters, quick profits 
îon inside leases of government warehouses, 
•grain and cotton sales, sale of ships, and many 
other kinds of crookedness. 
These examples, of course, do nothing to 
help the morale of citizens who hive been 
paying their tax bills in thé traditionally 
honest American way. 
A more fundamental challenge to honesty 
•is developed in the so-called bought vote racket, 
¡where tax money is doled out to hangers on 
Mor political purposes. Unemployment insur­ 
ance was sold to the American people as a 
means of guaranteeing an income in periods 
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of jobless depression. It now has been devel­ 
op«! into a political racket which sees more 
people getting unemployment insurance than 
ever before in American history, during a time 
when jobs go begging. This department has 
been juggled by politicians on the inside to 
pay many millions of dollars in a vote buying 
spree. 
All of us know of many cases where un­ 
employment insurance is used to pay vacation 
expenses, and to support persons who have 
become professionals at taking advantage of 
the genorsity of our government. 
Old age 
pensions likewise have been abused, even to 
the extent of private racketeers bein^ able to 
sw ing a political influence by promising a block 
of votes to vote-hungry politicians. 
These are just some of the sordid things 
which raise questions in the minds of Ameri­ 
can people. 
Sometimes individuals become discouraged. 
All of us suffer periods of some despondency 
when we realize that our own government, 
with persons possessing a lust for power elected 
to high office, deliberately appeals to the 
selfish interests and even encourages trickery. 
So we must conclude that the moral decay 
encouraged by Washington has reached into 
nearly every hamlet of America. 
There is 
nothing that can be done to win back to 
honest voting those persons who will *11 their 
vote for some kind of a relief check. 
They 
rationalize their sell-out as sticking by the 
regime which “takes care of me.“ 
But we believe there still are cnougli thor­ 
oughly honest Americans who, when aroused 
to fhe dangers, will vote for a complete house- 
cleaning as the only way to get rid of immor­ 
ality in government.

Town Loses Chief Industry But 
Pulls Itself Together Again 


AUBURN, N, Y. (¿Ph-Some Am­ 
erican communities, on losing their 
? chief industry, dwindle until they 
\ become little more than ghost 
towns. 
Auburn is an example of a town 
that faced this problem and fought 
back. 
As a result of inspired action 
by its citizenry, this central New 
York farm trading and manufac­ 
turing center of 36,500 population 
today faces a more prosperous 
future than ever. 
In more than 150 years Auburn 
had grown from a pioneer village 
to a well-balanced, pleasant com­ 
munity with some 26 varied in­ 
dustries. It also is the site of a 
state prison, where in the 18201 
the first cell blocks were built that 
later become the pattern of Amer­ 
ican prison architecture. 


DISASTER THREATENED the 
town when its leading industry, the 
International Harvester company, 
decided to pull out. That meant 
the loss of 1,500 jobs and a $5,000- 
000 annual Mow. 
The firm gave 18-months* notice 
of its intentions. Every civic at* 
tempt to save it proved futile. In 
1050 International Harvester shut 
down its plant here, and as a

gesture of good will sold its build­ 
ings for $1 to a group of citizens 
who organized an industrial de­ 
velopment committee. 
Local leaders raised 150,000 to 
finance the committee’s effort to 
lure new industries. At first some 
businessmen held baric, saying, 
“Why should we help get new firms 
here that will compete with us 
for the labor supply?** But they 
soon decided they didn’t want to 
be part of a dying community. 
They pitched in, too. 
'There wasn’t anybody to sell 
our community except ourselves,” 
recalled Frank S. Smith, utilities 
executive who headed the com­ 
mittee. “We couldn’t just sit back 
and wait for the right guy to 
come along. 


“AND ONE OF OCR handicaps 
was that we were known as 'that 
place where the prison is.’ ” 
Smith will never forget his first 
inspection tour of the vacated $1 
plant facilities, which had become 
run down. 
“I know of nothing more forlorn 
than an abandoned plant,” he said. 
“In the damp and cold of 800,00 
square feet of rambling buddings, 
in the half dark of the silent old 
structures, sooted with the smoke 
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of the forge and foundry, worn 
with the transport of goods across 
the floors, crumbling here and 
there with ravages of time and 
use, we plodded our way. 
T wondered whether we had 
made an ill-advised bargain at 
one dollar. I wondered whether 
the frost-heaved floors, the leak­ 
ing pipes, the dripping roof, the 
wind-blasted corners and crannies 
could be given again to industry 
in return for jobs and a payroll” 
But the committee swung into 
action. Sparkplugged by Smith and 
Karl A. Adams, head of the cham­ 
ber of commerce here, it contacted 
scores of outside manufacturers, 
hundreds of industrial realty deal­ 
ers. 
Resolutely the committee avoided 
the temptation of selling space to 
fly-by-night small concerns that 
paid small wages; st ubbornl y 
fought to get the kind of firms it 
wanted. 


THE EXPANSION DRIVE has 
paid. General Electric has built a 
new plant here. A laundry ma­ 
chinery firm took over much of the 
old. abandoned plant and spent 
millions to renovate it. Three other 
industries have located here Rail­ 
road freight traffic is higher than 
ever. 
In a recent victory dinner Smith 
announced that the new firms were 
hiring 1,800 workers, more than re­ 
placing the lost 1,500 jobs, and 
that they had a potential of 3,000 
jobs and an annual payroll of 
$12,000.000 to $14,000.000. 
When the development commit­ 
tee attempted to return $10,000 re­ 
maining from the $50,000 expansion 
fund, most contributors said. “Keep 
the money and cont i nue your 
WOTK. 
Smith gave this summary of 
Auburn’s successful fight against 
economic disaster: 
“It took a major jolt to rouse 
our community out of a false sense 
of security. It brought the people 
together as nothing else could.”

CALIF. PRIMARY 
Pat Brown Got 
Little Help 
From Truman 


By DORIS FLEESON 
WASHINGTON — Edmund G. 
(Pat) Brown, California Attorney 
General, took two headaches to 
the White House Wednesday but 
President Truman proved to be* 
fresh out of aspirin. 
As attorney general, Brown asked 
the president to reconsider his pro­ 
jected veto of the quitclaim bill to 
return the oi l - r i c h continental 
shelf to the states. Mr. Truman 
has already termed this plan 
“highway robbery” and gave no 
sign that he has changed his mind. 
a 
Brown also wanted help for the 
slate of convention delegates vested 
in his name for trading purposes 
at Chicago. The Brown slate nas 
opposition from the ubiquitous 
Sen. Estes Kefauver who has a 
complete slate of his own for 
which he is personally campaign­ 
ing from now until California's 
June 3 primary. 


IT LOOKED BRIEFLY AS if 
this plea had met with some re­ 
sults but the department of fuller 
explanation at the White House— 
the busi est bureaucrats of all, 
lately—changed that. Brown said 
the president hoped the Brown 
slate would be elected: the official 
explainers said that Mr. Truman 
merely wished him good luck. They 
quoted the president further as 
saying that he wanted it made 
plain he intended no implication 
about Senator »lets uver. 


All this left Brown about where 
he was when he left the coast and 
the outlook for Senutor Kefauver 
continues to look rosy. 
The personable attorney general 
actually is not a real candidate 
and his slate of delegates is a 
highly artificial conglomeration of 
leading democrats—some of them 
at bitter odds with others—who 
were not consulted by Senat or 
Kefauver and have no place to go 
since Mr. Truman withdrew from 
consideration. As usual, it is prov­ 
ing difficult to beat somebody with 
nobody. 


AS IN NEW HAMPSHIRE, more 
is at stake that the delegates. The 
slate elected will choose the nation­ 
al committeeman and committee- 
woman and, in effect, take over 
the state organization. That means 
that a number of Mr. Truman’s 
old. friends and associates—Mrs. 
Edward Helier, national committee- 
woman, Oilman Ed Pauley and 
others—are in jeopardy. 
It apparently was hoped that tha 
president would want to save them. 
But Mr. Truman fell for a 
Macedonian cry of that kind in 
New Hampshire where party of­ 
ficials were on a slate of delegates 
pledged to him and he got a dis­ 
tressing defeat from Senat or 
Kefauver. Once burned—and es­ 
pecially now since he is not a 
candidate—be is twice shy. \ 


IN THEIR EFFORTS TO stop 
Kefauver, the Brown party has in­ 
vited all the other candidates to 
come to California and campaign 
against him even though they are 
not running in the primary. Sen. 
Richard Rus sel l has done so; 
Averell Harriman is on his way. 
Vice President Barkley has so far 
ducked. 
It has been reported here that 
the Brown delegates have promised 
to divide their votes on the first 
ballot among those candidates who 
come to the state and help fight 
Kefauver. 


In Washington, the attorney gen­ 
eral piously disclaims any inten­ 
tion of stopping anybody. “We just 
want to go to the convention with 
a free hand and look over all the 
candidates,” he said. He then 
charged that on issues important 
to the state, Senator Kefauver 
voted wrong—against cloture, for 
segration in the armed services, 
against the Continental Shelf quit­ 
claim, and for the Central Arizona 
project.

------------------♦ The weatherman promised scat­ 
tered rain and thunderstorms today 
and tomorrow, but race officials 
were confident the field will be fill­ 
ed between showers and that quali­ 
fications will not have to be extend­ 
ed. 
Thus, with favorable weather, the 
final weekend of the trials should 
be aa hectic and exciting as any in 
the 36-year history of the ”500.” 
At least a dozen cars capable of 
speeds around 135 miles an hour or 
better, led by Chet Miller’s 550- 
horsepower No $ beauty, are ready 
to go. 
Miller, 49-year-old Glendale, Cal., 
veteran bidding for his 16th race 
day berth, is in the spotlight after 
clicking off one lap at an unofficial 
speed of better than 140 mh. Wea­ 
ther permitting, he’ll shoot for the 
tract; records of 139.104 mph and 
133.010 for one lap and lour laps, 
j respectively, set by Freddie Aga- 
bashian of Albany, Cal., last Satur­ 
day to win the pole position. 
Other speed merchants in the 
higher brackets include AAA driving 
champion Tony Bettenhausen, Tin- 
ley Park, 111., in the famius “No. 99” 
in which Lee Wallard won last year’s 
grind in record-breaking t i m e ;

Dead At 59 
NEW YORK (U.E)—Fulton Oursler 
59, author and senior editor of the 
Reader’s Digest, died today In his 
apartment in the Hotel Novarro. 
Members of Oursler’s family said 
he had not been ill and apparently 
died of a heart attack.♦ 
Oursler was the author of 32 nov­ 
els and non-fiction books and sev­ 
eral plays. Among his best sellers 
was a series of murder mysteries 
written under the pseudonym of 
Anthony Abbott. 
In recent years Oursler turned to 
the Bible for Uteçary material. His 
dramatic condensation of the Bible 
“The Greatest Story Ever Told,’ 
published in 1949, was widely se­ 
rialized in newspapers and maga­ 
zines.

I am very proud of the fact, that, 
during the 25 years I have had a 
part in helping to develop the 
county, whenever it was my duty to 
work on budgets, assessments and 
taxes I have consistently pressed 
for consideration of the man who 
has to pay the bill. Many, many 
times I have urged that certain 
plans and procedures be postponed 
for the time being until current ex­ 
pense load be over before taking on 


There has been a great deal of 
discussion about the plan to estab­ 
lish an Administrative Officer for 
the County. It should be clearly 
understood that- this not the em­ 
ployment of one man, but rather 
the setting up or a new department 
at a yearly cost of between $20,000 
and $30,000. There has been an at­ 
tempt made to put me in the position 
of being opposed tc the plan. This is 


not the truth. I was the first one 
on the joint committee to speak in 
favor of the idea. From the very 
start though, I stated plainly that 
as this was a marked departure 
from the present form of cdunty 
government it should be submitted 
to the people for an advisory vote. 
There are many good points to the 
plan, but I am discovering upon 
investigation that there are also 
a great many questions which 
should be answered by the pro­ 
ponents. '

information on is Stanislaus County.

The First Day--A Human Traffic Jam

It was a memorable morning, that 
blight and sunny day 15 yeats ago next 
Tuesday. 
‘Dad and I got up early that day— 
that is, he got up at his regular time, 
6:30, and Mother routed me out at 
the same time. It wasn't to be an or­ 
dinary school day at San Rafael’s F 
Street Grammar school—no, indeed. 
We were going to hike across the 
Golden Gate biidge. 


That marvelous spiderweb spun by 
man was open for the first tune. 1 here 
were to be no automobiles on that 
memorable May 27, just pedestrians, 
and Dad and I were determined to be 
among them. 
It was a gobble-down breakfast, then 
a scramble down the hill to Union 
Depot. That was the name for the 
Northwestern Pacific rairoad’s station 
in San Rafael, thus dubbed for some 
reason steeped in antiquity. 


We got aboard the 7:40, one of those 
olive - green 
wooden electric trains 
bound for Sausalito. Dad used his com* 
mute book and bought me a special 
ticket printed up by the NWP just for 
the occasion—a coupon good for a trip 
to Sausalito only, then a return from 
San Francisco. 
It didn’t take long for the train to 
whoosh along the tide flats to Saus- 
alito, where we — and most of the com­ 


muters, too — snubbed the waiting 
ferryboat. 
Then we got into a tiaflic jam o£ 
humanity, Thousands of others were 
hiking up through Shelter Gove and 
Fort Baker to the $35,000,000 bridge 
whuh you and I and thousands of 
other folks are still paying for. About 
half an hour—surprisingly quickly, at 
any rate—we reached the bridge itself.

Marin Urged To Aid 
A A U W Fellowship

Women, says we in Marin can bene 
fit by supporting the AAUW fel­ 
lowship program for advanced re­ 
search and education/* according to 
Mrs. Stephen C. Cook, fellowship 
chairman of the Mill Valley branch. 
Dr. Oakeson, known to many 
people in Mill Valley, received her 
early education at Old Mill school 
and Tamalpais High school. She 
earned her B. A. and Ph. D. degrees 
at the University of California, Ber­ 
keley. 
In 1938-39 she was awarded the 
Alice Freeman Palmer Fellowship by 
the AAUW. 
Her research was on the year- 
round picture of the cycle of be­ 
havior and physiology of the Gam- 
bel sparrow. 
Dr. Oakeson’s study of the bird 
began at Davis, where she studied its 
wintering ground for one year, con­ 
tinued for three years at Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
AAUW HELPED 
••With the AAUW fellowship". Dr. 
Oakeson states, "it would have been 
impossible to complete this study, 
since the birds migrate to the far 
north to breed, and the necessary 
travel and field work involved in 
studying them was both expensive 
and time-consuming.” 
Dr. Oakeson spent three months, 
made possible by the AAUW fellow­ 
ship, 120 miles from the mouth of 
the Yukon river in the settlement of 
Mountain Village, which had a pop­ 
ulation of 288 wandering Eskimos 
and seven whites. From the time the 
first male bird arrived she watch­ 
ed the nesting cycle in detail even 
to the taking of temperature of tiny 
birds hatched in outiand nests. Her 
study included a thorough scrutiny 
of physiological changes and pre­ 
parations which the birds exper­ 
ience. 
HONORED BY SCIENTISTS 
As a result of these many years of 
research on the Oambei Sparrow, 
Dr, Oakeson was invited in 1948 to 
apeak before the Inter-national Con­ 
gress of Zoology in Paris, Because 
of the research in Alaska she was 
invited by the National Research 
Council to attend the Alaska Science 
Conference at Washington, DC, in 
November, 1980. 
Last month a paper on one phase 
of the project was submitted for 
publication and she is now writing 
two papers on other aspects of the 
research. Dr. Oakeson said, "On my 
next sabbatical leave I hope to write 
a book presenting, in story form, 
the results of five years' observa­ 
tions, including those done under the 
AAUW fellowship, on the annual 
cycle of behavior in the Gambei 
sparrow." 
The possibility for advanced study 
and research by gifted women stu­ 
dents was begun 82 years ago in 


1890 when Dr. Alice Freeman Palm­ 
er was the chairman of fellowship 
committee for the Association of 
Collegiate Alumnae and president of 
Wellesley College. Miss Louisa Rich­ 
ardson, graduate of Boston Univer­ 
sity, received the first European 
fellowship granted, which amounted 
to $500 an ample sum for a year’s 
study at Oxford University. The 
first National fellowship award of 
$350 was received for a year’s re­ 
search at the University of Michigan. 
This was the first time funds were 
ever offered to women in competi­ 
tion with other women in advanced 
study and research into specialised 
fields of knowledge. 
INTERNATIONAL AWARD 
A General Fellowship Fund was 
established in 1919 to supplement 
memorial endowments and support 
regular fellowships. And the same 
year the International Federation of 
University Women was formed with 
which AAUW affiliated. IFUW ask­ 
ed member organizations to raise 
funds for fellowships which would 
be available to women of one country 
for study in another country. This 
led to an AAUW International Fel­ 
lowship award with an annual stip­ 
end draw*' from the General Fellow­ 
ship Fund. These awards not only 
finance for advanced study, but also 
encourage International understand­ 
ing by requiring that the holder 
carry out her project in some coun­ 
try other than her own. Another 
award made annually is the Latin 
American Fellowship. 
The graduate fellowships offered 
by the AAUW for 1952-53 will go to 
women students who have completed 
two years of residence work toward 
their PhD. degree, or hold the de­ 
gree. There are fourteen National 
Fellowships of $1,500 each; five of 
$2,000 each for the more advanced 
student and two of $3,000 each for 
the more m a t u r e scholar, An 
achievement award of $2,500 is given, 
and a $1,500 Latin American Fellow 
ship is awarded to woman from one 
of these countries for study in the 
United States. In addition, three 
awards open to aU members of 
branches forming the IFUW made 
by AAUW will be given in amounts 
from $1,000 to $2,000 for the Aure­ 
lia Henry Reinhardt International 
Fellowship.

WISE COMMITTEE 
The holders of these fellowships 
are chosen by a committee of eight 
members of AAUW women well 
qualified to choose. The candidutes 
are judged on the clarity with 
Which they state their project, what 
other scholars think of the work, 
and most of aU on whether the can­ 
didate has the training, ability and 
maturity to make the most of her 
grant. The committee pays no atten­ 
tion to geographical distribution in 
choosing candidates. Their wish is

Funds for the Fellowship, which 
is the one national project of all 
AAUW branches, are received from 
the million doUar endowment fund 
conceived in 1927 by Dr. Aurelia 
Reinhardt. The membership is or­ 
ganized into fellowship units. Each 
unit assumes the responsibility of 
raising enough money to endow one 
fellowship, usually 
$40,000. Each 
unit voted its feilowship designation 
(National or International, name 
and endowment goal.) As of the fall 
of 1951, all commitments to this 
fund, with the exception of four, 
had been completed.

CALIFORNIA GIVES 
Contributions 
made 
by 
states 
shows the California branches as 
having made the greatest financial 
contributions; whereas the statewide 
contribution for 1951 was $17,863.19, 
the same contributions for 1952 will 
be more than $20,000. Twenty-six 
branches to date have contributed 
"named grants.” Three of these were 
for $1,000 each and the remainder 
for $500 each. 
"When $500 or more is given, the 
contribution may, if desired, be as­ 
signed as an individual "named 
grant”, the name being chosen by 
the donors. For the past three years 
the Marin county branch of AAUW 
has been fortunate to award the 
Marin County named grant. It is the 
desire of most branches through 
their fund-raising campaigns to aim 
for this goal. However, branches un- 


able to raise a named grant perform 
a big service by contributing to the 
undesignated fund. The Mill Valley 
branch of AAUW, through its re­ 
cent second-hand book sale, will be 
making a greatly needed contribu­ 
tion toward the fund. 
Few candidates from the west 
coast apply for fellowship awards. 
Dr. Oakeson, one of the few holders 
from the west, says of the reasons 
so few women from the west apply 
for fellowships is that there are so 
few women’s colleges in the west. 
In the east the faculty of the wom­ 
en’s colleges are very much aware 
of AAUW and keep in close touch 
with its activities. What is needed 
out here is probably more direct 
contact with the graduate divisions 
of universities and colleges, and, as 
you say, more contacts with high 
schools.” 
COUNSELLING AT TAM 
In line with Dr. Oakeson’s experi­ 
ence as an AAUW fellow, ti^ MU1 
Valley branch of AAUW is in the 
process of setting up a counselling 
service for high school seniors at 
Tamalpais High school. The mem 
bers feel they can contribute to the 
graduating seniors understanding of 
opportunities of study fields and In 
stltutions with which they were and 
still are a part

interests on legislation, education, 
social studies, international rela­ 
tions, arts, status of women and 
radio and television. They have a 
keen interest in who becomes school 
board members, the administration 
of schools and the curriculum and 
finances. They support an election 
and help get out the vote. The Mill

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ALBERT WILSON ON GARDENING 
Don't Slight Foliage Trees 
In Long Range Landscaping 


Foliage trees must not be over­ 
looked for they offer much to the 
small and large garden. Do you 
w ant a windbreak; do you need 
a specimen; do you need high 
back ground planting; do you want 
a climbing tree for your children? 
We are apt during spring days 
to give attention to flowering trees 
alone. Though Marin county glories 
in m any varieties which light up 
the hills and valleys around» and 
dress up the corners of our m any 
gardens, there is a place and a 
work for the tree which offers foli­ 
age alone. 
OUTSTANDING IN MARIN is 
the redwood; near it comes the 
Douglas fir, the bay» and the bauti- 
ful Madrone. If you want to in­ 
troduce redwoods in the garden, 
plant them in groups. Three will 
make a tiny grove, and a grove of 
course will become useful when 
you seek cool quietness in the 
warm summer. 
Pine trees may be classed next 
to the redwood. The Monterey is 
known to be the fastest growing 
of all pines. A group planted at the 
far end of the property makes a 
fine setting. Several along the drive 
way wall will build a picture, or 
a specimen in the yard will grow 
into a useful tree, one under which 
the family can sit, and the boys 
can climb. 
Another good pine Is the Digger 
Indian. It has an abundance of 
pitch which is richly fragrant. 
FROM EUROPE COMES t h e 
famous Italian Stone pine. It gets 
Its name because, in aged speci­ 
mens, the bark is dark reddish and 
suggests the native stone. It has 
another name also: Roman pine. 
Train your specimen by cutting off 


the lower branches. This causes the 
upper ones to grow out and create 
an umbrella. They grow well in 
M arin county as they do in all 
sections of our state. 
Casuarina makes a fine back­ 
ground tree. Beef wood, as it is 
commonly called grows pine-like 
shooting straight up in the heavens. 
Scaffold branches which arch out, 
possess m any s h o r t e r branches 
which display leaves. The needle­ 
like foliage droops, * fills in ana 
creates a blocky tree. 
Among the broad-leaved foliage 
trees is the evergreen oak. Years 
ago along the Feather river, near 
the town of Biggs, John Rock de­ 
veloper of the grounds around the 
state capitol, planted c o r k oak 
trees. The acorns reached him from 
Spain. 
A DECADE AGO the late W alter 
Hoff set out a half dozen oaks from 
Virginia, the evergreen native oak 
of the south. He planted them on 
Stevens creek at the base of the 
Los Gatos foothills. 
Eucalyptus g l o b u l u s compact* 
makes the finest windbreak im- 
maginable. The tree grows just as 
its name indicates into a big globe. 
A row of them will keep a blustery 
garden free of wind, and change 
it from cold to warm on a gusty 
day. 
Do not overlook other eucalyptus 
trees. For example polyanthemos, 
the Red Box, is a medium sized 
tree, with grayish, rounded, or egg- 
shaped leaves. W hen the specimen 
grows too big, s a w b a c k t h e 
branches, use them for decoration, 
and fresh new shoots will break 
from the old trunk.

Major Lawn Headaches 


I ts easy to

grass. There are products on the 
m arket now th at quickly d e a r up 
such troubles. 
Sod 
webworms are responsible 
for those "dead ’ patches of turf 
which seem to appear with re­ 
markable speed. 
T h at’s because 
webworms, down at the soil level, 
chew away at the grass plants and 
kill them. Those whispy, white, 
tan or gray m oths th at swarm 
out when you water in the even­ 
ing may look harmless, but they 
lay their eggs 
throughout 
the 


lawn. About a week after egg lay­ 
ing, 
larvae or 
webworms 
are 
hatched and hungry. They go to 
work on the turf fast. 
A lindane or chlordane dust will 
control this pest if applications are 
repeated two or three times in the 
next three 
m onths. About one 
pound of the lindane or cholor- 
dane dust will take care of 1,000 
square feet.. The lawn should be 
watered immediately afterw ard. 
If crabgrass is your only worry, 
then use one of the crabgrass kill­ 
ers containing PMA < phenyl m er­ 
curic acetate) which specifically 
cleans up these weeds. Such killers 
are dry» green-dyed powder com­ 
prised of vermiculite impregnated 
with a complex organic mercury. 


Simple Care Helps 
Roses On Hot Days 
Roses will retain that 
fresh, 
crisp look even during the hot, 
dry months, If gardeners set up a 
simple system of regular care. Top 
quality plants will thrive with a 
reasonable am ount of waterinig, 
feeding and spraying. 
While roses do not like ‘ wet 
feet," 
they 
require 
plenty 
of 
water a t regular intervals. If the 
beds are properly drained, a gen­ 
erous supply of water will improve 
the plants and help to produce 
more and lovelier flowers. The 
ability of a rose to m anufacture 
food and to deliver it through the 
plant depends to a great extent 
cm the water supply. 
For this reason, watering must 
be thorough, and not merely a 
wetting of the surface soil. Rose 
beds should actually be soaked so 
th a t the water penetrates to a 
depth of a t least 12 inches. A 
parous canvas hose laid close to 
the base of a row of plants will 
distribute water evenly without 
washing away the soil. If a reg­ 
ular garden hose la used, remove 
the nozzle and place the mouth 
of the nose on a board to spread 
the flow. 


How And When 
To Cut Roses 


You can have rose blooms made 
to order, if you decide whether 
you prefer a lot of smaller flowers, 
or fewer but larger ones. 
Three to five buds usually form 
on the stem of a hybrid tea rose, 
although the strength available is 
only enough for one quality bloom. 
One large bloom can be had from 
the center bud if the side ones are 
pinched off whUe siUl tiny. 
To keep rose blooms coming, 
especially on healthy plants, cut 
the flowers with long stems leaving 
two sets of leaves on the rem aining 
branch. Soon there will be two new 
rose blooms where before there was 
only one. 
Blooms which w i t h e r on the 
plant should be removed as they 
fade. This improves the appearance 
of the plants and prevents any 
waste of the plant’s energy in 
seed production. 
When there are several flower 
buds in a cluster on floribunda 
roses they seldom open all a t the 
'»m e time. If the fading blooms 
are removed promptly it helps the 
buds which are left to attain m ax­ 
imum size and beauty. 


should get them into the ground 
now if you plan to have any in 
your garden. The soil is in good 
condition, it possess moisture, the 
weather hasn’t become too warm 
yet, and the roots of your new 
recruit will do well if you give them 
plenty of water. 
Be sure and fasten a stout stake 
to new tree as insurance against 
summer trade winds. 
O ther foliage trees to consider: 
camphon, holly, Indian cedar, In ­ 
cense cedar, Bunya-Bunya, Pod- 
ocarpus elongatus. 


WHAT TO DO 
IN THE GARDEN 
THIS WEEK 


1. Whitewash your fruit trees 
now. Protect t h e m from warm 
weather, especially from direct hot 
sun. 
2. W hitewash also protects your 
trees from attack by borers, Shot 
hole and Western F l a t Headed 
borers. 
3. A coat of whitewash tends to 
lower the tem perature of the tree 
and results too in less drying out. 
4. Whitewash your trees early in 
the summer. 
5. Get the coat of whitewash on 
the t r u n k s a n d up into the 
branches of your tree. 
6. Local dealers have whitewash 
m aterials for sale. The Departm ent 
of Agriculture of the University of 
California advises the following 
"recipe." Ftor 5 or 6 gallons of 
whitewash use: Processed lime, 10 
lbs.; table salt, 1 lb.; dusting sul­ 
fur, *a lb.. Processed lime is finely 
ground " quick lime" which is 
also called "hot lime.” S tart water 
slacking the hot lime. When enough 
water has been added to wet the 
whole mass and it is bubbling, add 
sulfur and stir well. Tem peratures 
are high enough to dissolve the 
sulfur and cause it to react with 
lime. W’hen bubbling has stopped 
but the mass is still very hot, add 
additional water and then the salt. 
The hot water will disolve the salt 
readily. The whitewash is now 
made and can be diluted to the 
desired consistency, thinner if to be 
applied by spray and somewhat 
thicker if to be applied by brush. 
W et tree trunk first; then apply 
whitewash. 


Compost Pile Is Necessary 
As Source Of Needed Humus

There comes a time in every gardner’s life when his thoughts turn to 
the business of providing humus for his soil—the decomposed organic 
m aterial which provides food for plants and improved the texture ot 
the soil. 
Almost all soils need extra humus, and when the gardener is entirely 
dependent 
upon 
store -* bought 
, 
chemical fertilizers and specially 
packaged preparations, it becomes 
pretty expensive. 
CONSTRUCTION OF A compost 
pile—or piles — is the answer to 
this problem. There are few plots 
of ground too small to provide 
space for one. A compost pile, in 
addition, is a solution to a problem 
often 
encountered 
in 
built-up 
neighborhoods of how to dispose 
of garden debris — grass clippings, 
leaves and light prunnings. Burn- 
the debris after drying is an un­ 
satisfactory solution because of the 
obvious waste involved. 
There are several methods of 
accumulating compoft: in pits, m 
bins and in piles. Mast am ateurs 
find a pile easiest to manage. 
There is no ‘best tim e” to start 
composting activities. Once started, 
m aterial scan be added o the pile 
throughout the growing season. 
THE FIRST STEP is to select an 
unobtrusive, shaded spot close to 
a water supply. Some gardeners 
string sturdy wire around the des­ 
ignated area — a space 4 by 8 feet 
may be sufficient — for ease of 
c o n t r o l l i n g the growing pile. 
Others find a hollow square of con­ 
crete bricks a satisfactory method 
of containing the pile. 
IT IS BEST STARTED by put­ 
ting down a 2-inch layer of rich 
compost, well-fertilized top-soil or 
manure. The latter is best if avail­ 
able. 
On top of this comes grass clip­ 
pings, lallen leaves, discarded a n ­ 
nual and perennial plants and even 
such m aterial as pea pods, celery 
tops and other inoffensive m aterial 
from the kitchen. The only m ater­ 
ial which should be excluded are 
woody materials, stems and sticks 
which take & long time to disinte­ 
grate. 
When this layer is 5 or 6 inches 
deep when tram ped and watered 
down, sprinkle it with a commer­ 
cial fertilized — a quarter of a 
pound per square yard is suificient 
— and about 3 ounces of agricul­ 
tural Ume, followed by a thorough 
watering if the m aterial is dry. 
Then cover the a hole with a thin 
layer of top soil, not more than a 
half inch in depth. 
Keep building in this sequence 
until the pile stands 4 or 5 feet 
high. Its tudes should slope to the 
center slightly, and tnere should 
be always a rain-catching hollow 
at the top. 
A number of materials, including « 
bone meal and manure, may be

substituted for commercial fertiliz­ 
er. The idea is to get nitrogen and 
phosphorus into the mixture. 
AFTER A FEW WEEKS, when 
the inside of the pile should be 
about half decomposed, the pile 
should be turned so that the out­ 
side goes inside and has a chance 
to be processed. W hen the pile has 
been broken up by weather and 
bacteria action so th a t it is almost 
black and none of the original 
forms of the m aterial are left, it 
is hum us, and ready for use in the 
ground or as top dressing. 
The most practical gardeners 
will have three compost piles. None 
has to be large. One of the piles 
will be in construction and sort of 
a handy waste basket for garden 
and kitchen waste as it turns up. 
Another will be finished and de­ 
composing. The third will be on 
U p for garden use. 
DESIRABLE COMPOST m ater­ 
ial includes other kitchen waste, 
such as fish heads and banana 
skins. These are wonder*ul when 
the compost heap is on a farm or 
located on large grounds.

Cuts High Cost Of Living

You don’t need a bubbling brook 
to grow watercress. 
It can be 
grown in a pot in the kitchen win­ 
dow, in a tub sunk in the ground, 
or in a moist, shady corner of the 
garden. 
One gardener I know grows it 
on the shady side of his garage 
under a water outlet. 
By letting 
the outlet drip Just a little bit, 
Quite frequently. It keeps the soil 
moist 
and oool and the cress 
grows happily. 
As shown in the accompany tug 
G a r d e n -Graph, watercress 
w i l l 
root easily from pieces of stems 
placed in a glass of water. 
A 
small box of moist sand can also 
be used. If you plant the rooted 
stems in the garden, space them 
about lour inches apart. 
Cress can also be grown from

BY POPULAR DEFINITION a 
large number of specific plants — 
mostly annuals and all of them 
healthy, adaptable and all with a 
tendency toward rank growth -are 
generally considered weeds. 
For the small home owner and 
the week-end gardener, the list 
includes dandelions, p l a n t a i n , 
docks, sorrel, airslate, chick weed, 
pigweed, ragweed, spurge, mullein, 
wild mustard, thistle and burdock 
and that bane of the lawn-grow­ 
er’s existence, crabgrass 
Many of these have a disagree­ 
able tendency to establish them­ 
selves securely in the lawn, com- 
iHeteiy 
fulfilling 
the dictionary 
definition, because what is sought 
for lawns are perennial grasses 
and, sometimes, clover. 
Weeds 
growing In the flower and vege­ 
table beds are more easily handl­ 
ed. 
One upon a time, no one had a 
good word to say in favor of the 
weed, and they were ruthlessly 
exterminated. 
The classic case 
against weeds is that they derive 
the wanted plants of needed food 
and moisture, that they frequently 
act as host plants for disease and 
insects. 
A FEW VOICES have been raised 
on behalf of weeds. 
Prof Joseph 
A. Cocannouer of the University of 
Oklahoma calls them ‘‘guardians 
of the soil.’’ 
He claims among other things 
that the controlled use of weeds 
helps 
prevent 
the 
sun 
from 
scratching the earth and preserves 
moisture. The deep foraging roots 
of some of them bring up min­ 
erals and nitrogen from below the 
reach ot some plants* roots so that 
it can be utilised. 
FV»r the small gardener, how­ 
ever, weeds are undesirable ad­ 
ditions to the plant family if for 
no other reason than they give the 
gardens and lawns an untidy, un­ 
attractive and unkempt look. They 
are kept down by a number of 
techniques, including pulling them 
out by hand.

weeds 
which 
seem to establish 
themselves easily in the lawn, there 
are the selective 2, 4-D killers, 
chemical 
hormone 
preparations 
which should be used with utmost 
care and with strict attention to 
the 
manufacturer’s 
instructions, 
while 
these 
spare 
the 
slender 
blades of wanted grass, the per­ 
son applying the preparations by 
dust or spray should be careful 
not to allow the wind to carry the 
material to trees or flowers. 
Cultivating, either rooting out 
or chopping off the weeds below 
ground, is an effective way of 
keeping down the population. So 
is the practice of mulching be­ 
tween rows and around plants. 


Wilson Gives 
Pointers On 
Fair Entries 


Albert Wikon, Marin Magaxine’s 
garden columnist, who will be a 
judge at the Marin Art and Garden 
Fair, July 3, 4, 5, 6. outlines simple 
pointers for the amateur getting 
her plants ready for entry and 
display. He says: 
“Clean plants always take special 
preference with the Judges, and 
one of the best ways to keep a 
plant clean is to water overhead. 
In the hot summer months, especi­ 
ally In areas where new subdi­ 
visions are going on, dust flies on­ 
to our plants. If you want clean 
foliage, water over bed.” 


If you want an easy time with 
bugs this summer begin now. Plain 
water is a universal helper. It Is 
not the only way of course, for 
certain insects are best attacked 
with certain poisons, and knock­ 
out sprays. But overhead watering 
has its points. 
Get a stand pipe; fix It high 
above your shrubs and flowers. 
Attach a nozzle, adjust to a misty 
spray. Turn on water, let the misty 
spray fall to wet thoroughly every 
bit of leaf surface, all the branches 
and stems, and drop to the root 
zone. 
Water plants overhead at regular 
intervals d u r i n g the summer. 
Morning hours are the best. It is 
good for azaleas, rododendron.% 
camellias, gardenias, begonias, fern, 
Mexican oranges, and fuchias. It 
is good for many annuals such as 
petunias, m a r i g o l d s , and such 
plants as dahlias. The water cleans 
the foliage, drips to the ground 
and finds its way to the roots.

Venetian Blinds 
Cover Many Faults

Windows give householders 
a 
bigger variety of problems than 
almost any other part of the dwell­ 
ing. You not only have to keep 
them washed to see through them 
weatherstripped 
and 
calked 
to 
keep the rain out, in wording 
order to let some fresh air in.

out, but because of t h e ladies,

But one of the biggest problems 
about windows in a home ss to 
keep the view a one-way street — 
from the inside out. It’s all right 
for stores to have windows in­ 
viting views from the outside in. 
hut when you get home you want 
privacy. And sun fading of carpets 
and upholstery can present quite 
an 
economic 
problem 
for 
the 
family budget. 
In fact, a few years ago a news 
story out of Washington. D. C., 
estimated 
that 
sun-fading 
of 
household furnishings .cost some­ 
thing like $15 million a year. 
Sales of Venetian blinds there­ 
upon jumped from a total of $$3 
million 
to $320 million 
within 
three years—coincidentally or not. 
SOME OF THE REASONS Ve­ 
netian blinds have become so pop­ 
ular are their insulating value, 
their light and air control and 
their decorative possibilities. 


Anyone who has ever worked 
nights and tried to sleep behind 
exposed to the biasing summer 
sun, knows how it absorbs heat 
like a tent. 
Of 
course, roller 
shades are a lot cheaper than 
Venetian blinds, but the latter, 
because of their slats, are auto­ 
matically 
air-cooled. 
According 
to 
engineering 
estimates, 
slats 
tilted at a 45-degree angle have 
an insulating value grading from 
20 to 35 perent at the window.

Martin of the Federal Reserve 
Board, which administers Regula­ 
tion X, said thousands upon thou­ 
sands of families needing homes 
were thwarted from home owner­ 
ship solely because of Regulation 
X. 
The curb requires heavy cash 
down payments on new home pur­ 
chases. For example, the average

considerably by metal Venetian 
blinds. Metal slats usually pack 
up into three-quarters of an inch 
for every foot of dropping length. 
Wood slats usually take up about 
1 inches for each foot of window 
length.

When measuring for 
them, allow enough clearance on 
each side, measuring the opening 
all the way down for its narrow­ 
est point.

The top rail is de­ 
tached from the headboard and,

FULLER'S COLORIST 
Plants On Her Novato Ranch 
Give Paint Consultant Ideas 


"If there is ver a renaissance of 
art in this country, it’s going to 
start in California,” believes Eliza­ 
beth Banning, a color consultant 
and interior decorator who owns 
an 80 acre ranch west of Novato on 
Indian Valley road. 
Californians, she says, are not 
afraid to do things that are start­ 
ling and new. Most of them will 
admit what they like in color or 
decoration, even if it hasn’t been 
seen before. 
After attending a conference of 
the American Decorfctors in New 
York, Miss B a n n i n g reported, 
frankly, I was disappointed. Be­ 
ing in California most of the time, 
I felt that in New York I would 
find all the new and «citing 
things. 
What I saw at the conference 
was a lot of stuff out of the moldy 
past An example was an old break- 
front smeared with plaster and goo 
to make it took ‘arty.’ It wasn’t 
even real but merely a ferocious 
gadget.” 
THIS INDIVIDUALIST in the 
field of color loves Novato and 
especially her ranch In the hills. 
A true believer in letting nature 
rest in peace, Miss Banning plans 
to build on her 80 acres a summer 
studio along the architectural lines 
of the fabulous Arizona “ranch- 
home” of Frank Lloyd Wright. 
The new building to be started in 
three months will be used to ac­ 
comodate staff members from her 
ftudios on Maiden Lane In San 
Francisco. 
Many of the shades on the most 
recently developed color chart for 
W. P. Fuller, for whom Miss Ban­ 
ning has been a color consulant 
these past 15 years, were developed 
and named from the trees, flowers, 
and wild life found on her ranch. 
Examples of their derivation in­ 
clude ; Mudrone, Manzanita, Per­ 
simmon, 
Eucalyptus, 
California 


Lime, Mountain Ash, S k e l e t o n 
White, and Black Crow. 
INDIAN VALLEY RANCH was 
purchased by Elizabeth Banning 
and her husband, W i l l i a m C. 
Moore head, in the s p r i n g after 
their marriage in 1942. One of the 
few ranches of this size in the area, 
it is virtually unchanged from Its 
earlier days. The Mooreheads have 
on occasion bought calves and fat­ 
tened them for sale but usually the 
ranch is left to their two saddle 
horses. Major and Colonel. Auto­ 
matic feeding troughs assure the 
ex-calvary mounts food and water. 
Bill Moo rehead has since become 
president of Pan-Pacific Fisheries 
at Terminal Island (near Los An­ 
geles) and finds little time for 
visiting one of his favorite spots 
for outdoor living. 
Miss Banning has built a rustic 
cottage high on one of the many 
hills of western Novato. Unique in 
color and design, the building typi­ 
fies rustic, restful, and creative 
living. She has painted her cottage 
what she calls “Ancient Grey” to 
match the color of the oak tree 
bark and furnished it with bright 
persimmon upholstered pieces. 
*1 SUPPOSE MY LOVE for the 
outdoors and ail its cheerful colors 
stems from those early days in 
Iowa,” Miss Banning reminisced. 
She was born in Waterloo, Iowa, 
and started driving a horse-drawn 
school bus when she was 12 years 
old. Later, while attending Chi­ 
cago’s Art Institute, she rebelled 
and left the institute in favor of 
Europe. She wanted color and de­ 
sign and the closest thing to it in 
Chicago was interior design. 
With little money, she supported 
herself by w o r k i n g In various 
European cities for the American 
Express company and stayed on for 
nearly three years. From Ger­ 
many’s Dr. Wilhelm Ostwald she 
learned his chart of 680 colors, 
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developed by adding black or white 
to the basic hues of the spectrum. 
In the years 1933 and 1934 Eliza­ 
beth Banning learned a great deal 
about color and its use in design. 
In Germany and its industrial fairs 
she found a great advancement in 
pigments and dyes. 
SWITZERLAND was artistically 
interesting to her. Holland, she 
says, was very color conscious. All 
over Europe she studied old inns 
and cafes of stone and brick with 
simple walls, brilliant oranges and 
reds, brilliant table cloths, and sub­ 
dued lighting. 
Miss Banning met Queen Juliana 
of the Netherlands on her recent 
San Francisco visit. She was par­ 
ticularly impressed by the Queen’s 
description of San Francisco as 
“The Lighthouse of the Work!.” 
Queen Juliana told her visitor that 
site had enjoyed a large “gooey” 
sundae at the Fairmont H o t e l 
Blum's which was one of many 
restaurants decorated by Miss Ban­ 
ning. 
TO NAME ALL THE designing 
projects assigned Miss Banning 
and her studios since 1936 would 
be a tedious job, but here are a 
few of the more important; Man­

Miss Stewart in turn asked Eliza­ 
beth to redecorate her penthouse, 
which was expensively furnished 
with dark pieces from the past. 
The hotel owner, through a letter 
to the late Melville Meyer, vice- 


president of Dohrman's furniture 
store, succeeded in getting Miss 
Banning the job of redecorating 
the entire building. 
LATER CAME SLOAN’S and 
Elizabeth’s own studios in the

Creation or exotic looking m ater­ 
ial is not enough lor this artist 
who believes th at one of the great­ 
est crimes a weaver can commit is 
to dismiss the feel of the fabric as 
unimportant. 
'T h ere Is no substitute for fine 
material,” she says. “Just try pet­ 
ting cloth with slick fiber?, sharp 
me tallies or coarse wool Why it's 
Uke petting a snake." 
“HONEST*” Of WEAVING Is a» 
Im portant as excellent color sense, 
aocordlng to Mrs. Bernard!. “Many 
people have been aoured cm hand- 
woven things because of a bad ex­ 
perience

selected 
yam s.” 
"A weaver should be aware that 
the type of yam suitable for wear­ 
ing apparel or for lighter gayer ac­ 
cessories such as stoles won't stand 
up under bard wear. In making a 
fabric for upholstery, the weaver 
should be careful to select m ater- 
ials that will stretch or bulge. They 
should not use decorative Unes 
th at may be exotic hut become 
tawdry after a period erf time 
Borne weavers will use a metallic 
yam for its decorative appeal in 
uphohtery m aterial th at simply 
has no wearing quality.” 
Art background or natural abil­ 
ity In selecting colors is essential 
to the weaver; no am ount of tech­ 
nical skill can compensate for the 
lack of color sense, Mrs B ernard! 
said.

A ONE-TIME MAJOR in decoi- 
ative arts at the University of 
California.

IF ONE WENT to the temple

However, unbridled and 
often unjust anger that turns to 
h ate and m ay h ad to violence, is 
dangerous to society and to our­ 
selves. 
The disciples, although humble 
men, were always anxious to know 
who would be first In the kingdom 
of heaven. Jesus* rebuke to them is 
a lesson for all of us who aspire 
to be “first” always. 
HE TOOK A LITTLE CHILD, 
set him in the midst of the dis­ 
ciples and said, “Except ye be con­ 
verted and become as little chil­ 
dren, ye shall not enter Into the 
kingdom of heaven.** They must be 
hum ble; they must be obedient; 
they m ust serve others or they 
could not even hope to enter the 
kingdom of God. 
The disciples were in a jealous 
mood, not prepared to be lowly 
them selves or to treat the lowly 
kindly, but Jesus said: that if one 
received a little child In His name, 
he would receive Christ Himself; 
but he who offended one of the 
little ones, “it were better if a 
millstone <a heavy stone drawn by 
a donkey) were bung about his 
neck and th at he were drowned in 
the depth of thi sea.** 
In Jesus* day tnere were many 
people afflicted with leprosy, that 
loathsome disease which disfigures 
and eventually kills the victim. 
There was no ew e for it. Those to 
»mitten were not allowed to come 
near their fam ilies or friends, but 
must cry “Unclean, unclean.” when 
anyone approached them. One of

Down”'* — more popularly known 
by tiie opening line, -Sun Of My 
Soul", Thou Saviour Dear" — first 
appeared as part of a longer poem 
in "The Christian Year", publish­ 
ed in 1827 by Keble and famous 
ever since as one of the outstand­ 
ing devotional books of all time. 
Keble, the son of an English vi­ 
car, was born in Cain, St. Aldwyn, 
in 1792. At 15, he entered Oxford 
University where he made a bril­ 
liant record. He was graduated In 
1810 and five years later had won 
his ordination as a preacher. There 
were some tem pting offers from 
parishes which bid against one an- 
' other for the services of the brilli­ 
a n t young clergyman but John re- 
; jected them all and went home to 
* Fairford to assist his father in a 
small rural parish. 
The young preacher was only 35 
when "The Christian Year" was 
published. He was so extremely 
I modest that, if he had had his way, 
this remarkable volume of poems

posterity. It was only after consid­ 
erable coaxing on the part of his 
father and his friends th at he con­ 
sented to publication and even 
then he gave orders th at his name 
should not appear in connection 
with the work.

like any day? A wide ribbon of 
concrete enclosed on two sides by 
steel railings. Ill venture, though, 
that there was more latitudinal 
traffic than longitudinal that day 
—everybody, mostly we younger 
fry, scampered from side to side to 
watch the boats and their foaming 
wakes as they ploughed in and out 
of the Gate. 
In due time, the two of us made 
it to the San Francisco side. The 
walk cost 10 cents each and was 
worth every cent of it. 


Having made it to the San Fran­ 
cisco side and down through the 
Presidio, we arrived at long last 
at the Marina. 
There we took the charming lit­ 
tle Fillmore Hill trolley up the 
steep incline and transferred to a 
more prosaic car for the ride down­ 
town. The folks riding it were any­ 
thing but prosaic, though; men, in­ 
cluding Dad, sprouting beards and 
women 
in 
gaily-colored 
fiesta 
dresses. San Francisco is the city 
that knew how, and knows how, to 
celebrate an historic event. 


We rode home hours later on the 
ferry and looked at the sunset be­ 
yond the red-orange bridge. It was 
fun, that day; and the Golden 
Gate bridge is something to be 
proud of. 
But between you and me and the 
gatepost, d'ya know what? 
With all its utility, with all its 
value, with all its attractiveness— 
I think I'd be willing to trade away 
my future rights to walk and to 
ride across the bridge for that trip 
home, and others like it, on the 
ferry which the span displaced.
